THE ELECTJONS. 



Tbia lime there is r.o mistake, The gen- 
eral election will cume oil within u few days, 
Ib nil probability tlii; city will he called 
upon nest week to nomiunto nnd elect the 
moil who shall represent them in the House 
ol Assembly for the next three years. From 
throe to six days' notice will be given by the 
Reiarning Officer for this city. Ho there i.« 
no time i<> spare in selecting candidates. 
The election hi the other districts will follow 
no tlottlt fast lipon I ho heels ol the city eloc- 
t'on. As we long ago predicted, the election 
comes off at n time when the Government 
think it will bo nio>t favorable to their in 
terests— whilst a lar^e dumber Of the voters 
are in liritUh Colun bia. This is not :it all 
to the credit of the Government. Bui as j 
trickery of this kind was expected, no one 
lias been disappointed. Neither shall we 
be disappointed in the city returning the 
people's candidates at the head of tho poll i 
whoever they may be. rn nearly every dis- 
trict in the country except one a similar re- | 
suit may be obtained, il the people desire and j 
work lor it. What the electors have now 10 I 
do is lo organize lor the light,— call their meet- 
ings, trot oul their candidates, nnd not give 
over their work till tho Reluming Officer 
closes tho poll. Such a course will ensure 
entire success. Xo doubt several of the old 
members will come forward whom it i- desir- 
able to elect t.i slay at home. Such men 
having broken their pledges, the electors 
havo no option but to reject the m — defeat 
them— give them a convincing proof that the 
voters cannot be deceived a second time. 
These men are well-known. Oo the oilier 
band, the kind of candidates whom il is de 
sirnble to elect, are men whom we know — 
men who have' summered and wintered with 
us, not birds ol passage ; men w ho have a 
stake in the country— men who have no 
axes of their own to grind ; men who from 
their past public conduct have given a guar- 
antee thai the first and last principle with 
them will be the promotion of the. solid in- 
terests of the Colony and not their own per- 
sonal elevation and aggrandizement ; men 
possessing legislative ability; men who can- 
not ho bought and sold like merchandise; 
men who possess Ike resolution and ability 
to look after pub'ic abuses und public inter- 
ests, without fear, favor, or aflection. These 
are the kind of men whom we want tit lliis 
juncture ; and these are tho kind of men to 
elect.

bo tried the coming winter of constructing 
an ice-house, say at Tort Douglas, or perhaps 
at some more ucnoFsahlc point of British Co- 
lumbia where good ice is sure to ho found, 
for wo fear we cannot depend upon gelling a 
supply on the island. In spring, or as soon 
us convenient, it could be shipped in some 
of the vessels bringing goods to this port nnd 
open for charter for return cargo, until we 
had vessels constructed especially for the 
trade. Through this branch of commerce we 
might open a good business with tho South 
American and Mexican coasts, importing in 
exchange, for example, coffee, tobacco, hides, 
.Ve., from Guayaquil ; fruit, wines nnd flour, 
from Cbili ;and could pave the way for the 
■•ale ol our fish nnd lumber. 



THE ICE TRADE AS A BRANCH OF 
OIXR RESORCES. 

It is one of the drawbacks of this country, 
that our power of production apart from that 
ol our gold fields, does not bear that propor- 
tion to our consumptive powers which we 
would wish to see. '! his of course is not for 
want of resources, not for want of the ma- 
terial to bo worked up and litled for con- 
sumption and exportation — for of that the 
supply of various kinds is almost illimitable. 
We need only allude to the immense forests 
of spendid timber by which both islam! and 
mainland are covered, and tiie comparatively 
small use yet made of thorn, lo show how 
great is the field remaining to bs occupied 
in tho manufacture of lumber, turpentine, tar, 
and resin, not lo speak of ship building, lor 
which too these colonies afford such admi- 
rable facilities. Then we have our fisheries, 
extending along the w hole of our territory up 
to Russian America, ns yet we may say un- 
touched, except for the purpose of supplying 
a portion ol our local wanls, hut capable ol 
being made to produce a very largo revenue, 
aod giving employment lo thousands. For- 
tunately too, we have everything necessary 
lor curing them at our own doors. The lum- 
ber of our forests furnishes us with staves for 
barrels; while the brine springs of Salt 
Spring Island require only to bo brought into 
■use to give ns all the salt we can consume. 
Quite a considerable trade is now being done 
at San Francisco in shipments ol California 
fish — pjincipally Salmon— to China. Mexico, 
and various oilier countries on the Pacific, 

Our advantages in this respect ought to be 
equal if not .superior to those of California, 
had we a population anything near us large 
as that country : we have a much larger 
nnd more varied Geld of fishing ground, and 
from our distance north lire fish ought to be 
superior in quality. From our coal fields 
wo will from this out, of course, furnish an 
abundance of materia! lor exportation. Wu 
may safely rely upon the fact thai they arc 
almost inexhaustible, and that we need only 
the men to work Ihem to supply the whole 
Pacific. As lo our copper resources, from 
present indications il will not be long till wo 
have some of that article for export : and 
when once the trade fairly commences, it will 
soon show a rapid extension. 

All the branches of indus rial resource 
above indicated, of course must be more or 
less retarded for want ol population. This 
will doubtless come ill lime ; much sooner 
nerhaps, than if we had not our gold mines 
to depend upon. But there is another branch 
of trade that might be carried on in this 
country, even with our present development, 
and no doubt with large profit j and that is 
lire exportation of iee to s lulheru and tropi- 
cal countries. We arc In a position admi- 
rably situated for the trade. Nevertheless 
we allow San Francisco shipping t, monopo 
Jize it. On ilie Atlantic side Boston vessels 
drive a very large and profitable business 
in this article, so great n luxury in n tropical 
climatu. All the principal ports of eastern 
South America are supplied by them ; they 
have oven extended their trade to the East 
Indies. On the Pacific we have the whole 
Souih American west const, the Sandwich 
Islands, and ae might add, perhaps Australia, 
to supply. We have noticed in one of the lale 
San Francisco journals thejfact of a ship being 
despatched from that port for Kodiak in the 
Russian Possessions, for a cargo of ice. Now 
by a little exertion in winter, we can furnish 
the nrtiela much nearer the south, and save ii 
trip of a couple of thousand miles. There is 
no reason, therefore, why some endeavors 
should not ho made to establish the trade for 
our port, From its very naluie it must be 
permanent and increasing. fake other lux- 
uries the use of iee when once commenced iu 
warm countries is not at all likely lo be lell 
off, hut on the contrary to keep continually 
extending. Judging from Iho retail prices! 
paid for the article, und the comparatively 
littln expense attending its collection tho 
t.rudc must be profitable. In Limn wo ho

THE HEWS. 

The news which wo publish to-day from 
the Stales, Is not so startling in its character 
as was expected. Vicksburg is still uncon- 
querod, and although wo have four days later 
news the telegrams throw hut huh: light 
on Grant's movements there. Tho bombard- 
merit was kept up by the Federals ; but with 
what prospects of success we tiro lint in- 
formed. There is no news from Rosecrnns or 
Bunks, and none from Europe. Our former 
townsman, Col. de Courccy has distinguished 
himself ic.a small fight near Maysvillc, Ken 
tucky. The most imporlnnt point in the 
news is the advance of the Confederate army 
towards Washington. The raid into t'enu 
sylvania has about ceased. In Maryland nnd 
Western Virginia Iho Coulcderales occupy 
several points. They are chiefly west ol 
Harper's Ferry. Luc's main army are said 
lo be advancing on Washington through 
Leosburg, Thoroughfare Gap, and Occoquan, 
all points within a very short distance of that 
city. As a matter of course, Hooker has fallen 
bnck on Washington to defend it. The next 
news will inform us what l.ce's intentions 
are. As near as we cm judge, it is to drive 
the whole federal force out of Virginia, 
We doubt whether the capture of Washing- 
ton will be seriously attempted, although late 
advices from (lie South foreshadowed the in- 
auguration of an aguresive policy by iho Con- 
federates. There has been one buttle fought 
in which the Fedcrul loss is sot down nt 921 
killed, wounded and missing, and the Con- 
federates ;it 1200.

— The Eliza 
Anderson on her return from the Sound, 
landed some cattle at San Juan Island, bul 
was not permitted to bring her usual cargo 
lo Victoria. The prohibitory circular signed 
by Secretary Olinse is exhibited in the Cus- 
tom House at Port Angeles. It is said by 
parlies who came over on ihe Anderson that 
although a copy of lha circular has been 
transmitted to every custom house in United 
States territory, that the general belief is 
that .t wns framed only as a precautionary 
war measure'; a certain amount of discre- 
tion being vested in the head of the Customs 
Department ; and as strong representations 
have been made to the U S. Government 
from the proper quarters, the restriction will 
probably soon ho removed. 

Imjuest at CotncitAK. — The jury em 
panelled tit Cowichan by Major liiggs, J. 
P., to enquire into the cause of Ihe death of 
Tomo, the interpreter's wife, returned n ver- 
dict of willful murder against some person 
or persons unknown. The body was exhumed 
and Irom lha evidence of u Mr. Davies, it 
nppoarcd that death had resulted from vio- 
lence. Complaints have reached here of Ihe 
irregular manner in which the enquiry was 
instituted. The deceased was daughter of 
an old chief ol ihe Tahlhka tribe named 
Tsahseeah. They were formerly a numerous 
and powerful tribe occupying n ranch be- 
tween Cowichan and Nanaimo.

Indians, named .Skillo-rpiants, Slonas, and 
(Jads-u-uh, were severally sentenced to a 
fine of $25, or two months imprisonment, in 
the Police Court, yesterday, for maltreating 
a Songish Indian on Saturday night, on the 
2d Escpiiinalt bridge. The victim of their 
snvage attack, whose lamentable appearance
